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STATE  COLLEGE  AT  FRAMINGHAM 


Since  1839  the  State  college  at 
Framingham  has  been  preparing 
teachers  for  the  schools  of  Massachu- 
setts. It  ranks  as  the  oldest  state  sup- 
ported institution  for  the  training  of 
teachers  in  the  United  States.  From 
1935  to  1961  all  programs  at  the  col- 
lege were  directed  toward  the  grant- 
ing of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence in  Education. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  in 
September  of  1959  empowered  the 
college  to  grant  the  Bachelor  of  Arts 
and  Bachelor  of  Science  degrees.  In 
September  of  1960  the  name  of  the 
college  was  changed  from  the  State 
Teachers  College  at  Framingham  to 
the  State  College  at  Framingham. 
Then  in  May  of  1961  the  college  was 
empowered  by  the  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation to  grant  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Education. 

Secondary  school  teaching  pro- 
grams were  begun  in  the  fields  of 
English  and  history,  leading  to  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  the  fall  of 
1962.  Now  available  are  programs 
leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  de- 
gree in  the  fields  of  English,  history, 
and  biology  in  non-teaching  pro- 
grams. In  the  fall  of  1964,  a  Bachelor 
of  Arts  program  in  secondary  school 
teaching  of  biology  and  Bachelor  of 
Science  program  in  medical  technol- 
ogy were  initiated. 

The  success  of  the  college  has  been 
attested  to  by  its  approval  by  the 
American  Dietetic  Association,  by  its 
accreditation  by  the  National  Council 
for  the  Accreditation  of  Teacher  Edu- 
cation, by  its  acceptance  into  the 
membership  of  the  New  England  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools,  and  by  its  inclusion  on  the 
approved  list  of  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  University  Women. 


ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 
This,  the  largest  division  of  the  College, 
provides  the  student  with  a  broad  liberal  ed- 
ucation, a  subject  matter  concentration,  and 
professional  proficiency  through  course  work 
and  student  teaching  in  grades  one  through 
six. 
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HOME  ECONOMICS 
This  program,  open  to  women  only,  allows 
the  student  to  prepare  for  secondary  school 
home  economics  teaching,  for  county  exten- 
sion service,  for  food  and  nutrition  special- 
ization, and  for  dietetics.

In  this,  the  newest  division  of  the  College, 
the  student  may  major  in  English,  history,  or 
biology.
